EFFECTED. 



The San Francisco Newsletter gives 
the following concise description of the 
method by which it is proposed to re- 
sume specie payment in tho United 
States :— Secretary Sherman in his 
annual report, defines the method by 
which he proposes to efl'eet resumption 
of specie payments after the first day of 
January, 1879. The plan adopted 
seems to be an excellent one, and its 
announcement has allayed apprehen- 
sions at tho Eastern financial centres. 
If he is permitted to follow tho course 
indicated — that is, if Congress accepts 
his interpretation of tho Resumption 
Act — -there can be no doubt but that 
the county will soon be upon a sound 
currency basis and the financial issue 
settled, for the present at least. It is 
designed to confine redemption of legal 
tender notes to the City of New York, 
to avoid tho danger of an exhaustion of 
funds at any one point, and to guard 
against a combined eribrt to lock up 
gold. Notes are to be redeemed either 
in gold or standard silver dollars at the 
option of the Government, in sums of 
§50. Greenbacks are to bo received in 
payment of customs duties. Tho re- 
deemed notes will bo paid out for all 
liabilities, including the interest on the 
public debt, if the bondholders do not 
object. The Government, however, re- 
serves its right to demand coin for du- 
ties. The gold reserve, when reduced, 
is to bo strengthen" by the sale of bonds 
or the exchange of greenbacks at par. 
The issuance of gold certificates of de- 
posit has been abni'doned. The trea- 
sury has become a member of the New 
York Clearing House Association. All 
drafts on the treasury held by the banks 
will bo paid to the Clearing House in 
United States notes, which aro receiv- 
ed by them as gold coin. In all the 
large cities the banks have determined 
to accept greenbacks at par after the 
1st day of January. With these safe- 
guards, it is not probable there will be 
any difficulty in effecting and main- 
taining resumption. The Treasury holds 
§1-11,388,100 in specie above all accru- 
ed coin liabilities, and tho notes out- 
standing amount to §31G,GS 1,000 — a 
reserve of -10 per cent. A very large 
proportion of this coin will probably 
be transferred from the Government 
vaults to the banks, as these have hut 
little coin at tho present time. When 
the banks have put themselves upon a 
specie basis, there will be no further 
drain under ordinary circumstances. 
With tho paper money at par, indivi- 
duals will have no reason to call on the 
Treasury for coin. It is difficult to 
foreshadow how strong will bo the 
drain from tho Treasury at first, but 
the banks will certainly have to speedi- 
ly put themselves upon a specio basis 
as regards their entire liabilities, which 
amount to over §2,000,000,000. The 
supply of the precious metal is steadily 
increasing, as our imports of them now 
slightly exceed tho exports, and the 
entire domestic production of §100,- 
000,000 annually is retained. The 
present stock in the countiy is estimat- 
ed by Superintendent Linderman at 
§300,000,000. Should the financial 
system require more, the balance of 
trade in our favor will facilitate impor- 
tations of large amount-. -

The marriage of His Royal Highness 
the Duke of C'onnaught with Princess 
Louise of Prussia is to be solornnized 
at St. George's Chapel, Windsor, on 
the 7th of February. The ceremony is 
to be performed with much state and 
with great festivities. The Queen will 
take a prominent part in all the festivi- 
ties. The royal bride is to bo attended 
to the altar by eight bridesmaids, the 
daughters of two English dukes, of two 
marquises and of four earls — two being 
Scotch and two English. The Dukes 
are Bedford and Marlborough, the 
Marquises Mkadfoht and CoNYNdliASi, 
the Earls Errol and Elgin, Bradford 
and Mount-Edgcumbe. The house- 
hold of tho future Duchess of Con- 
naught, as was the case with that of 
the Duchess of Edinburg, is to be com- 
posed exclusively of English ladies. It 
is reported in Tory circles that the 
Prime Minister intends, at the first op- 
portunity, to arrange for the Duke of 
C'onnaught and his bride to reside a 
great part of the year in Irebmd. The 
Duke of C'onnaught is about to visit 
Berlin, for the last time previous to his 
marriage. His Royal Highness will 
reside at the Royal Palace, where the 
Princess Frederick Charles and her 
daughter are at present staying. Dur- 
ing the Duke of Connaught's stay in I 
Berlin the final arrangements respect- 
ing the marriage will be made. Anqeli, 
the Viennese painter, is now engaged 
upon a portrait of the Princess Louise 
Margaretha at Potsdam.

Manitoba, — The questions demanding 
the a'.tontion of tho Manitoba Lcgisture 
comprise the development of tho Pro- 
vince by railways and tho reclamation of 
tho waste lands by a system of drainage. 
A watchful supervision is to be exercised 
over the legislation, granting charters to 
none but bona fide companies possessed 
of capital sufficient to warrant the com- 
pletion of branch railways within a rea- 
sonable time. The enlargement of the 
boundaries of the Province is another 
question which it. being agitated there, 
and already hints are freely thrown out 
that an increased annual subsidy will be 
required.

Canadian Mail. 

O'er steamer Isabel.) 

Montreal, Dec. 12. — The Princess 
Louise has consented to become patron- 
ess of the Protestant Infants' Home- 
To-morrow is the date fixed for the 
execution of John Costafloraz, the 
murderer of Matthew Matheson. He 
has lately written pathetic appeals to 
Messers. Schwob, Jewellers, of Mont- 
real, with whom he had been employed 
begging them to uso their influence for 
him at Ottawa. One of the- members 
of tho firm is in Ottawa at present in- 
terceding for him, but Sheriff Nolan 
has received instructions from the 
Minister of Justice that the law must 
take its course. 

The Quebeo Conservatives are bring- 
ing till possible influence io bear on 
Sir John A. Macdonald to induce him 
to move for Mr. Lotellier's dismissal, 
thus expressing their fear that their as- 
tute leader may prefer to take better 
advice, and also exhibiting to what an 
extent they are influenced by party 
feeling. Besides the charges formu- 
lated against tho Lieut.- Governor by 
Mr. Angers in his memorandum to the 
Dominion authorities, the fact is es- 
tablished that all the French Conserva- 
tive members of the Province have 
signed a petition, which has been for- 
warded to Ottawa, calling for Hon. 
Mr. Lotellier's dismissal. Hon. Thos. 
McOreevy refused to sign tho docu- 
ment. Those who affect to believe 
that the Lieut. -Governor will bo re- 
moved allege that in all probability 
Judge Ramsay, of Montreal, or some 
other English-speaking Judge will bo 
his successor. 

Ottawa, Dec. 12.— It is rumored 
that the Mavors of Halifax and Mon- 
treal, lion.' Mr. Wilmot, Hon. Mr. 
Angiin, and several members of the 
Cabinet will be knighted on the open- 
ing of the Dominion Parliament. The 
Mayor of Toronto is also mentioned; 
but why he should be knighted more 
than the Mayor of Hamilton is not 
stated. Tin! expense of the reception 
of the Vice- Regal party, including the 
municipal expenditure at Halifax, Mon- 
treal and Ottawa, lias been estimated 
at 830,000. 

Mr. DoBouchervillo, ex-Premier of 
Quebec, will probably be called to the 
Senate, rice .Mr. Lacosto, deceased. 

Winnipeg, Man., Dee. 12.— At the 
Provincial nominations yesterday, so 
far as heard from, eight havo been 
elected by acclamation. Of these the 
Free Prcs.i claims seven as Government 
supporters. Hon. Mr. Royal, Minis- 
ter of Public Works, and Hon. Mr. 
Brown, tin; Provincial "Secretary are 
amongst those elected. 

At St. Agathe Mr. Tallouer, who 
was elected by acclamation, was shot, 
and a priest was carried off. The de- 
tails have not yet been received, but 
Mr. Tallouer is reported to be not 
dangerously wounded. 

Halifax, Dee. 7. — The general elec- 
tions in Newfoundland have resulted in 
the Government being sustained. 

The Newfoundland northern whalo 
fishery of this year lias turned out to 
be almost a complete failure. 

TonoNTo, Dec. 7. — Counterfeit ten- 
dollar bills on the Bank of Ontario are 
in circulation. They are greasy and 
are easily detected by the absence of 
the imprint of the British American 
Bank Note Co., Montreal and Ottawa. 

The Grand Jury made their present- 
ment at the County Court this morn- 
ing. The principle subject touched 
upon was the giving of a plug of tobacco 
every week to each prisoner in the 
Central Prison. The jury condemned 
this practice, and Judge Boyd said it 
was the first time he had heard of it 
and would take care the jury represent- 
ation was laid before the Government. 

English Mall. 

The following is a description of the 
Eapieff electric light, as used in the 
Times office. The light is produced 
from two pairs of carbons placed one 
above tho other. The upper pair are 
V shaped, and the lower like an in- 
verted V, the point of ignition being 
the junction of the two pairs. The 
carbons are kept in contact by a com- 
bination of the weight of the cord and 
pulley. The upper pair of carbons are 
positive; the lower pair negative. The 
upper pair of carbons will burn twelve 
hours, and can bo renewed without the 
slighest interruption of the light. Six 
distinct lights are suspended in the 
large machine room, each enclosed in 
an opaque globe working separately, 
the electricity being generated by a 
two horse-power Gramme, capable if 
necessary of working up to twenty- 
lights. The illumination was exceed- 
ingly brilliant, producing a striking 
contrast with the gas left burning in 
the room. The light is not yet applied 
to the composing-room, but preparations 
are being made to adapt it there in a 
way to obviate all chance of injury to 
the compositor's eyes. The current is 
alternating, so as to equalize the con- 
sumption of the two sots of carbon.

The 
thing was a fraud from heginningto end, 
and they further obtained offices by 
fraudulent mispresentation. Twelve 
months' imprisonment is the sentence.

Far up town is an old-fash- 
ioned, tumble-down wooden house for 
the sale of pet animals, and a sign in- 
forms the public that "sick dogs are 
medically attended by the week or 
month." A bird-fancier in Broad way- 
apprises his patrons that he takes 
"birds to board." In a cross street on 
tho East Side we learn where "dogs' 
earn and tails are cut in the latest fash- 
ion," An out-of-the-way tradesman 
advertises that he buys "cigar-stumps 
at the highest market price," An ec- 
centric person in the same neighbor- 
hood "educates cross dogs to be gentle 
and well behaved." "Ladies' and gen- 
tlemen's feet and hand:', are profession- 
ally and artistically treated by the job 
or season," in an upper apartment not 
far from Broadway. "Young ladies' 
are invited to "come in and learn the 
name and calling of their hus- 



bands," in a neighborhood that looks 
anything but reputable. "Round- 
shouldered persons made straight" is 
another announcement in the Bowery, 
and in the same thoroughfare "perfect 
grace is taught in twelve lessons, and 
satisfaction guaranteed." " Sore eyes 
in poodles effectually cured " is a bit of 
valuable information that comes from 
East Broadway, "Ladies deficient in 
wardrobe aro fashionably dressed very 
cheap by the month or year," in Cath- 
erine Street ; and in Division Street 
" babies or children are hired or ex- 
changed."
